A continuous line of twelve-inch
pipe extends on each side of the grounds
along Pickney and Pratt streets,  The bLig
thirty-six~inch main from' Florence bounds
the grounds on the Twently-fourth sireet
slde and there I8 also a main on Sherman
nvenue that varies from eight to twelve
inches, The mains that surround the build-
ings are of sight-inch pipe and the large
Bixteen-inch main that runs south from
Amnes avenue intersects the main court at
Twentleth street,  These malos are all con-
neeted so that the pressure can be equalized
and maintalned under any cironmstances.

A large sixteen-inch main nearly 2,000
feet long extends enst and west aeross the

north tract and this Is supplemented by
short lines of smaller pipe that lead to
every part of that section of the grounds

A ten-inech maln extends through the conter
of the bluff tract from north to south and
rafdinting from this are numerous six-inch
pipes thot supply the hydrants. The service
on this part of the grounds is also reluforeed
by connections with  the clly malus on
Spenter and Emmelt streets which extend
across Sherman avenue into the grounis.
